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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent, Superintending School Com- 
mittee, and Citizens of the Town of Union, I herewith 
submit the annual report of the high school principal. 


The enrollment this year is as follows: Grade 7, 32; 
_ Grade 8, 21; Freshman, 24; Sophomores, 12; Juniors, 20; 
Seniors, 6. This makes a total of 115 students, 62 in high 
school and 58 in the junior high. There will be an increase 
in the high school enrollment next year due to small 
graduating class and a large freshman class entering next 
year. The expected enrollment in the high school for next 
year is between 80 and 90 students. 

Union High School is offering three courses, namely, 
General, Commercial, and College. These courses are 
about the same as in past years. There is an increasing 
need for another Vocational Course such as agriculture, 
industrial arts, or home economics. While we have an 
excellent staff of teachers we do not offer Vocational 
Courses which would help our non-college students to 
find additional value from their high school education. 

During this past year, we started a Drivers Education 
Course at Union High School. We feel that through proper 
education the driving problems of our teen age drivers 
ean be at least partly solved. This year when the Course 
is completed twenty-four students will have taken the 
Course. The school wishes to thank Barkers Garage Inc. 
for loaning the new 1957 Chevrolet to the school for one 
year without charge. We would also like to thank Mrs. 
Elizabeth Highes and Ernest Cunningham for offering 
garage space for the Driver Education car. We accepted 
the Cunningham garage because it was more accessable. 

On behalf of the faculty and myself I wish to take 
this opportunity to thank the Superintendent, the Super- 
intending School Committee, and the citizens of the Town 
of Union for helping us to make this school year so 
pleasant and successful. -

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Union: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the public 
schools for the school year 1956-57. 

School budgets have been undergoing a gradual 
increase for more than ten years and it does not appear 
that the upward trend will be stopped within the fore- 
seeable future. The basis for such a prediction is the 
realization that as long as labor continues to force up 
the costs of commodities by demanding highed wages, 
then prices must keep pace and higher prices mean higher 
budgets. As the budget increases it is only reasonable to 
expect the parents and citizens to expect and demand 
better schools. Sometimes this cannot be accomplished 
because the increase in the budget is barely enough to

meet the higher costs for the same program. Sometimes, 
however, the improvement is blocked by refusal of the 
community to accept it. Adherence to tradition or indiffer- 
ence, that results in failure to understand due to lack of 
knowledge of the goals of the school program, are the 
main reasons for this failure. 

In the early days the responsibility of the public 
schools was to teach the fundamental processes of Read- 
ing Writing and Arithmetic. Those pupils who progressed 
beyond the common school were in the main preparing 
for the ministry or law. Moral and religious training were 
adequately handled by the Church and home., People 
led a simple life, producing most of the food and clothing 
in the home and the long hours of labor necessary to 
provide the family with these commodities left little 
time for anything else.. 

Today’s society is much more complicated. Improved 
communication and travel; and increased production on — 
the farms and in the factories, resulting from labor 
Saving machines; have resulted in more leisure time, and 
the financial ability for amusement and travel. The closely 
knitted family life of Colonial times has pretty much 
disappeared and with it has gone the moral and religious 
training that the home and Church so adequately sup- 
plied. The great advance in the field of science and the 
many hundred pages of history that have been written 
since the days of the first public schools, in addition to 
the breakdown of the family circle and the increase in 
leisure time and funds, have added much to the program 
to today’s public schools. To a considerable extent the 
education offered by the modern curriculum is character- 
ized by the emphasis which it places upon adapting the 
program to the needs of the individual child. The problem 
of meeting this increased instructional burden within the 
time limits of the school day is further complicated by 
a heavy pupil enrollment per teacher. The easiest answer 
to the problem is a larger school budget that will permit 
employing more teachers but this is not the best answer. 
It fails to ease the financial strain on the already over- 
burdened taxpayer or to correct the conditions that block 
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the elimination of the inefficiences that now exist in the 
public schools. The real answer is in the formulating of 
a more harmonious atmosphere in the classroom and 
obtaining the sympathetic cooperation of the parents and 
teachers to bring it into realization. 

The foundation of this principle is the attitude of the 
pupil toward the function of the public school in the 
framework of society. It is not necessary that the pupil 
like school or the teacher, although that is a help, but it 
is essential that he respect the role that education plays 
in shaping his future and the ability of the teacher to 
impart instruction if he will accept it. Refusal of the 
pupil to accept instruction and execute assignments is 
the primary factor in the inefficiencies of today’s public 
schools. It should be clear that the home and the parents, 
who are the sole moulders of the personality and charac- 
ter of the child from birth to school age, and under whose 
guidance and control the child spends eighteen of the 
twenty four-hours of the day after becoming a pupil in 
the school, must assume the responsibility of forming 
these character traits and attitudes. The school will co- 
operate in this to its utmost if given the opportunity. 

Parents should realize that they enjoy the position 
of being their child’s strongest and most reliable author- 
ity. Any statements that they make in the presence of the 
child are accepted fact and no evidence to the contrary 
from other sources will lessen this confidence. Derogatory 
statements about the teacher or the school program by 
parents are more destructive to the child than to the 
school. Robbing children of their ideals is never a profit- 
able enterprise. 

It does not call for much immagination to visualize 
the destruction this does in the achievement of a school 
program returning full value for the tax dollar spent. 
Correcting these conditions is long past due and serious 
thought on the part of parents should be given to doing 
something about it. Acceptance by the individual parents 
of their responsibility will put this into practice. Tax- 
payers are justified in expecting nothing less. 

I want to close this report by offering the cooperation 
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of the schools and myself in accomplishing the program 
for more efficiency, and by expressing my appreciation 
of the support I have received from the citizens, parents, 
town officers, teachers and members of the School Com- 
mittee during the past year.

UNION CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 

The Union Chamber of Commerce has completed its 
second year with several projects well under way. 

A Historical Committee, to collect and preserve his- 

torical papers and items of interest to the Town of Union 

was formed. Several items pertaining to Edna St. Vincent 
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Millay, who lived in Union for 8 years, have been loaned 
to the collection by Miss Millay’s cousin, Mrs. Reverdy 
Burns. Mrs. James Griffin has given several interesting 
items belonging to her father, the Rev. Edward Ufford, 
who composed the hymn, “Throw Out the Lifeline’. Mrs. 
Ben Ames Williams had printed and autographed for the 
collection a deluxe copy of ‘‘Come Spring’’. It is hoped 
that a special room can be obtained to house this collec- 
tion. 

The local Chamber became a member of the State 
Chamber of Commerce. 

In April the Chamber held a meeting on Safety, to 
which representatives from each organization in town 
were invited. A Safety Committee with Edgar Barker as 
chairman and Christine Barker as secretary, was formed. 
At this meeting the possibility of a Driver Education 
Course for Union was discussed. This course has been 
successfully introduced into our school. 

In September a shore for a public beach and picnic 
area was finally found. Mr. and Mrs. George Cameron 
have given this area to the Chamber under a free-lease 
basis. Members and interested citizens met at the area to 
cut bushes, spread sand, etc. and townspeople cooperated 
generously by loaning equipment for hauling and spread- 
ing the sand. It was voted to call this area the Walter A. 
Ayer Park. Mr. Hazen Ayer gave a sum of $800.00 for 
development of the park. It is expected that bathhouses, 
fireplaces, and picnic tables will be completed in the 
Spring. 

Our local Chamber approved the Hoover Recom- 
mendations and sent delegates to the Action Conference 
on Hoover Commission Recommendations. 

In December, the Chamber sponsored a Christmas 
Decorations Contest. Prizes were awarded to Walter 
Rich, Milton Sabin, and Laurence Morton. The Chamber 
hopes to sponsor a bigger and better contest next year. 

The Industrial Committee continues to follow leads 
for a new industry. 

Many letters answering questions about tourist ac- 
comodations have been sent out through the Chamber.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with Chapter 91, Section 142 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1954, an audit has been conducted of 
the financial records of the Town of Union for the fiscal 
year ended February 8, 1956. 

The examination was in the form of a limited 
general audit as recommended by the National’ Com- 
mittee on Governmental Accounting and was conducted 
by Auditor C. G. Hawes of the State Department of Audit. 
Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year, and included all procedures which were 
considered necessary. 

Insofar as could be acertained within the scope of 
the examination the financial transactions of the town 
were appropriately handled, with such exceptions as may 
be noted in the accompanying comments. 

The financial and statistical sections, incorporated 
in this report, present the result of the town’s financial 
operations for the period designated. Recommendations 
are also offered. which are believed worthy of considera- 
tion. 7

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COMMENTS |. 
February 6, 1955 to February 8, 1956 

An audit of the financial records maintained by 
various officers of the Town of Union has been completed 
for the municipal year ended February 8, 1956. 

The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of available funds and ex- 
penditures and the results are incorporated in the follow- 
ing text, exhibits and schedules pertaining to the fiscal 
affairs of the town. 

The fiscal year’s operations showed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $4,189.31 per the fol- 
lowing summary: 

Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $6,712.50 
Overdrafts 2,073.19 
Net Unexpended Balances $4,139.31 


The Department of Attorney General has advised 
that overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in 
certain instances where emergencies arise in highway 
activities and then only to the extent of 15% of the high- 
way appropriation. 

The result of the audit indicates that the following 
suggestions are worthy of consideration: 

Supplemental tax collections in the current year 
totaled $1,022.60. In this respect, it is suggested 
that such taxes be committed to the collector in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 399, 
Section 41 of the Public Laws of 1955. 

It is suggested that a trial balance of the general 
ledger be taken at least monthly. 


ASSETS 
The cash balance of $8,821.75 was reconciled with a 
statement furnished by the Knox County Trust Company, 
Rockland, Maine. Count of cash was made at the audit 
date and reconciled with the closing balance. 
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Other assets including taxes, tax title accounts and 
accounts receivable were reviewed and verification un- 
dertaken to determine their correctness at the year end. 
Unpaid accounts were also reconciled with the balances 
shown on the records of the selectmen. 

The anticipated federal participation for hurricane 
damage amounted to $569.37 at the year end. Although 
this amount may not be fully realized, an adjustment is 
not considered necessary at this time. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

The appropriation accounts reflect an expended bal- 
ance of $4,957.53 (Exhibit D) at the year end represent- 
ing fire station, worthy poor and education account bal- 
ances that are carried forward to the ensuing year in 
accordance with legal requirements or customary practice. 

Social security deductions due the State of Maine 
amounted to $20.39. 

The building fund reserve balance of $.60 is on de- 
posit in the Knox County Trust Company. 

An amount of $810.44 due trust funds represents 
the appropriation of $261.75 for impounded cemetery 
trust funds and net earnings of $548.69 on investments. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $8,497.03, 
an increase of $4,287.31 for the year. This change was 
occasioned principally by the excess of available funds 
over expenditures. 


DEBT FUND 
The debt fund, incorporated in the statement of fi- 
nancial condition as a separate fund, reflects outstanding 
building construction bonds of $22,000.00, which are to 
be retired from revenue of future years. 


TRUST FUNDS 
The total amount of trust fund principals was $31,- 
374.64 at the year end and unexpended income amounted 
to $2,235.30. With the exception of $810.44 due from 
the general fund, the trust funds are represented by in- 
vestments of $29,184.87 and time deposits of $3,614.63. 
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AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 

An analysis of the comparative statement of avail- 
able funds revealed an increase of $1,654.11, as com- 
pared with the preceding year. This was occasioned 
principally by a higher tax levy and increased state funds 
for highway and educational purposes. Reductions in hur- 
ricane damage participation and issuance of notes were 
also contributing factors. 

Expenditures for the same period decreased $434.60 
which for the most part was reflected in hurricane damage 
and unclassified accounts. However, increases in the edu- 
cation, highways and bridges, and debt retirement 
accounts were factors. 

A method of effectively canceling paid invoices is 
suggested. This may be accomplished either by perfora- 
tion or a rubber stamp device. 


GENERAL | 
The examination of the town clerk’s records revealed 
that the townspeople authorized the use of excise tax 
monies for roads and bridges. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial con- 
cern. External verifications, on a test basis, were utilized 
to determine the correctness of recorded assets. 

Receipts were examined in detail. Vouchers and 
canceled checks were examined for a selected period and 
major increases or decreases in revenue or expenditures 
over previous years were explored. Bond coverages were 
examined. Excise tax collections were verified with the 
copies of the receipts retained by the collector. Trust fund 
transactions were reviewed. 

Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of the 
municipality were reviewed to determine that related 
financial transactions had been properly admisistered. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
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pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extend deemed advisable to 


develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying statement of 
financial condition and supporting information present 
fairly the financial condition of the town at February 8, 
1956 and the result of its operations for the year then
